CRUELTY OF THE PHILIPPINOS. 


EMPOIUA, 
KAN., Aug.

William Weaver, Thirty-second TJ. S.

from tbe Philippines, tells of barbari- 
ties practiced by the Philippines on 
American soldiers. Only a few of the 
Philippines are friendly. "Six Ameri- 
cans were killed in one place," said 
Lieut. Weaver, " and I don't think any 
oue of them had fewer than ten bullets 
in his body. 
In the case of one, it 


looked as if the muzzle of a rifle had 
been placed in bin eye, before being 
fired. He bad also been stabbed in the 
neck and breast by bayonets. Henry 
Easter of Emuoria and oue McDonald of 
Iowa, both in my regiment, were killed 
instantly. 
Twenty Americans were

Tbe Americans fought 
this force for an hour and forty min- 
utes. They h&d to leave the dead, and 
when they oirne bacK. fouhd that the 
Pbilippinos Lad stripped the boys of 
all their clothes. They had also put 
grass and sticks on the breasts of the 
dead soldier* and set fire to it. We got 
there in time to save Easter and Mc- 
Donald from being burned."

few days ago a party of four of them, 
mostly long time men, walked away 
and took their guard with them. Tin 
recreant officer 
went away with the 


city's revolver out through San Koque. 
The officials made a search for the ab- 
sent ones, and only succeeded in catch- 
ing one of the prisoners. The writer 
was visiting opposite the officers' head- 
quarters that evening, and the order was 
given the orderly to "Look that fellow 
in sama cell with the life sentence man 
and give him doable irons." 


The plague has not made another ap- 


pearance in town as yet, although the 
native officer stands guard in front of 
my residence and keeps passers by from 
going on that side of the street. In a 
few days, quarantine will be off, and 
the two or three families, numbering 
sixteen or twenty each, will be back in 
their old quarters. 


One day lost week was in Manila, and 


ran across E. 0. Mack, a member of the 
signal corps. He was formerly tele 
graph operator in Laconia—the news 
paper men remember him. 
He is con- 


valescent now, having broken his log 
several months ago up in the country 
somewhere. 


Human natnre more especially when 


it is mixed up with rum is pretty {much 
alike, and the guard house has mera or 
le«s inmates. The marines and soldiers, 
many of them drown their trouble in 


I the flowing bow', and get taken care .of 


when they use too -briHiant a color in 
their paintings of Oavite. This reminds 
me that of several requests from friends 
to look up soldier friends for them, one 
was from another state, and I found 
their man. He had a good record, bnt 
oue day while driving a caribou team 
to the outpost, he got too much liquor 
aboard, and lost gun., caribou, team 
and all. 
He was awaiting general 


court martial five months without pay, 
bnt his record saved him further pun- 
ishment. He used to go by me every 
morning with the guard just behind 
him with his loaded [rifle, and I heard 
him tell a comrade that he expected to 
get six a onths or a year. Today he has 
changed places—he carries the loaded 
rifle, and those lender his charge are 
jnckies from the ships. 


Imprisonment as a punishment ap- 


pears to be a failure here, and the army 
has begun to fine their.blaok sheep, and 
it is working fairly well. 
A private 


knows that a $10 fine means that he is 
to only hare $5.60 coming to him for 
that month's work, and it is apt to 
make him more cautious, 
' 


One custom prevailing in the islands 


that will sooner or later have to receive 
the sharp edge of the knife will be the 
large number of religious festal days. 
There are nearly one hundred of them j 
if cot more, and with the days the 
Chinese celebrate, it makes quite an in - 
road into the working days of the year. 
The native workmen with families are 
always pretty close to poverty's walls, 
and with these festal occasions, they 
can have no hope for the future to lay 
by a peso. 


We have had a strike in the yard of 


the coal handlers the past week, and it 
has resulted in five hundred of the na- 
tives being out of work. Their places 
were supplied by the Chinese, who 
while getting double the native pay, do 
three times the amount of work under 
contract.

butter in this city is increasing all tho 
time. A few years ago there were only 
three or four commission houses thai ban- 
died it at all; now there are perhaps a 
dozen that do, some of them receiving 
largo quantities. Tho sales of unsnltt-d 
butter amouiit to less than 1 per cent of 
all. But tho total dally coiibumption of 
butter hero is enormous, and tho amount 
of unsalted butter sold Is now very con- 
siderable. In a general -way it may bo said 
that sweet butter is eatcu mostly by tho 
very poorest people and by thoso who aro 
very comfortably uluatod 
By far tho 


largest consumers of mi&altcd butter here 
arc the Hebrews. 
And unbolted butter is 


now Ubod or may be had iu ninny of tho 
finest hotels and restaurants. It hab long 
beeu used in borne of these, Its increasing 
use in them is perhaps due, in some de- 
gree, to demands from foreign guests 
Unsalted butter is far more coiumonly 
o&ed in Europe than here.

Tho butter commonly 
sold contains 


about an ounce of salt to the pound and 
rioro or less coloring matter. The sweet 
>utter contains no salt whatever and is 
incolored; salt is added to suit tho taste

Let him take it in small 
change to avoid; displajing a roll and 
et him keep it in some inner pocket.

Stark naked, except for the hide patch 
about his tnidulo, and, armed only with 
his bow, arrows and knife, ho sets forth. 
Tho nearest ostrich is feeding more than u 
mile awiiy, and there is no co-vrrt but thu 
long, sun dried, yollow grass, but that is 
enough for tho buKhman.

Origin of Table Utensils. 


A writer attempts to traco table uron- 


sila—most of thorn of recent introduction 
—to their origin. Tho Romans, ho de- 
clares, took their meals lying upon \ery 
low couches, and it was not until about 
the time of Charlemagne that a stjmd was 
xisecl around which guests were seated on 
cushions, while the table made its appear- 
ance in tho middle ages, and with it came 
benches with backs. 
Tho Groeks and Ko- 


imins ato from a kind of porringor, yet dur- 
ing n portion of the middle agos slices ot 
bread cut round took the place of plates. 
The spoon is very ancient, nnd many flno 
specimens uro in existence that wcro u«od 
by tho Egyptians in tho seventeenth cen- 
tury B. C. Tho knife, though very old, 
had not come into common use as u tablu 
utensil in the tenth century. 
The fork 


was absolutely unknown to the Greeks 
and Romans, appeared only a curiosity in 
tho middle ages and %vas first used upon 
the table by Henry III. 
Drinking cups— 


in the middle ages made from metal more 
or less precious—naturally dated from the 
remotest antiquity. Tie, uso of glasses 
from "Venice began to be general in tno fif- 
teenth century. 
The saltcellar appeared 


at a very early elate and occupied tho place 
of honor at the banquets of tho Greeks and 
Romans, many of them being niii'dt; of 
gold and silver and richly chased.—Jewel- 
ers' Cirunlar,.

Bargea of about 350 tons ca- 
pacity arcs brought alongside of tho shii), 
booms are.riggcd, and, by tiickle control- 
led by a donkey engine, steel buckets are 
lowered to the bargo, filled by four men 
with shovels and hoisted to a projecting 
platform, whore two men dump the bucket 
and shovel the coal into ptho northolo.

Ss then, taken by other iuori and slowed 
away in Che ship's bunkers. Five and a 
half of these bucket )oads equal a ton, and 
tally by count of tho buckets is the only 
record to show bow much coal the steamer 
has taken u board. 


In coaling the steamship St. Paul of too 


American line 48 men aro employed Inside 
tho ship. 
Tho average amount of coal 


bunkered Is 3,000 tons. The time required 
to unload and Ptovv is about 40 hours, and 
the total average cost of the work is$l,000. 
These flguroa, varying only with the coal 
consumption of the ship, will npply to the 
vessels of other transatlantic lines. 


Effort to reduce this expense has been 


producthe of many ingenious mechanical 
devices, and thu inquiry is oflun raised 
why none of thoso is in general use. Tho 
answer Is given in the statement by n rep- 
resentative of ono of the transatlantic 
lines, "We have had many offers to deliver 
coal to our steamers at tho rato of anv- 
whero from 50 to 000 tons per hour, but 
what is tho use when wo cannot take care 
of it inside any faster than wo do now?" 
In u modern ship fuel must be stored 
wherever room can bo found that is not 
required or available for other purposes. 
Conl cannot be received on board faster 
than it can bo stored away in tho bunkers, 
which, in tho case of a modern linor, is at 
tho rato of about 1M tons per man per 
hour. 


JMoro primitive method? prevail in porta 


of less importance than those at cither end 
of tho Atlantic linos. In tho West Indies 
coaling is almost exclusively done by negro 
women, who pour in a ceiiscless stream 
over tho gangplanks, euoh currying about 
100 pounds of coal in a basket poised on 
her head. 


In Mediterranean ports tho work is dono 


by men instead of women, but for tho 
most part with the sumo primitive Imple- 
ments, shovel and basket.—S. Howard 
Smith in Cassior's Mugazine. 


The Antiquity ot tho Thimble.

Plant Culture by Amatottrs.

IN MANY TONGUES. 


The Strange Xj»ugu*gm In Which Service* 


Aro Held lu New York. 


No loopholo of an excuse for not attend- 


ing religious services on the plea of unfa- 
millarity with the language in which tfiey 
aro held is now left open for the foreigner 
in New York. Lot him conic from what- 
ever'country ho will, ho- can be token, al- 
most without exception, to eomo church 
or mission in this city whero the tongue of 
the preacher will not bo strange to his 
ears. Somo of these foreign congregations 
arc well known and have been many years 
established, *,vhilo others arc obscuro littlo 
bodies, almost never heard of In a general 
way, 
and many of them arc of recent 


formation. German, French and Swedish 
churches have long existed in New York, 
and many of them have made their influ- 
ence powerfully felt in the charitable work 
of tho city. Tho great number of Hebrew 
synagogues forms » class by themselves, 
but in addition to these there arc several 
Christian mission churches iu the different 
Jewish quarters where tho seruces are 
conducted in Hebrew. 


The majority of Italians, being.Roman 


Catholics, attend tho various churches oi 
that faith which happen to be in theh 
neighborhood. There, arc, however, a lev 
Protestant Italian communities, one ol 
tho most flouiishinR being tho church in 
Broomc street under the control of the 
New York City mission. The services, en 
tirely in Italian, JITC under tho charge ol 
the pastor, Antonio Arrighi. Tho Jjidsor. 
Memorial Baptist church and St.'Barna 
has' chupcl, Episcopalian, have regular 
Italian services, and the Methodist denom 
liiation maintains two congregations, one 
in Bleecker street and tho other in East 
Ono Hundred and Twelfth street, the 
heart of "Little Italy." 


The Armenian language from thepulpll 


may bo heard In Second street, near the 
Bowery, where tho Olivet Memorial church 
he.1! a mis^itni, and at St. Bartholomew's 
Parish house, in Kaht Forty-second street. 
Services in a modern Syriac dialect are al-

other Armenian mission is under tht 
charge of the Adams Memorial (Prcsbyte 
rian) church and is at Thirtieth street unil 
Third avenue. This neighborhood, by the 
way, has become tho rallying point for 
most of tho Armenians in thu city, nnO 
largo mimlCTS of them live thereabuu 
within a few blocks' radius. While th 
Spanish are as u nation Koman Catholics 
there are at least two Spanich Protcstnn 
churches in this city. The Congregationa 
and Presbyterian denominations have end 
a sturdy Welsh congregation, whero th 
peculiarities of tho Gaelic tongue SOUTH 
strangely to American cars. Religious, in 
struction tn Arabic to u littlo bund o 
Christians who speak that as their nativ 
tongue goes on every Sunday do\\n in 
Washington struct. Tho Russian Orthodoa 
church in Second avenue is attended b; 
tho few Russians and Greeks in New York 
Regular preaching services in Chinese ar 
carried on at St. Bartholomew's IVrK 
house, and probably elsewhere, in cornice 
tion with tho many Chinese

schools. And even after this list, vvhic 
see-ms n considerable one, has been given 
there doubtless remain other places in th 
city where ChrLstinn religious 
held in languages yet 
Now York Tribune.
